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Scholarship Gets 
Over $100,000 

A total of $106,941.02 In 
cash and pledges has been rais¬ 
ed since the Pacemaker 70 
scholarship campaign was 
launched at UT Martin in May, 
1970, Dr. Jack Mays, vice chan¬ 
cellor for development, an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

THE CASH INCREASE 
realized from the efforts 
amounts to $32,276.02. This 
brings the total amount avail¬ 
able at the present time to 
$65,016.02, approximately twice 
the sum available before the 
Pacemaker 70 campaign began. 
Pledges will be paid over a per¬ 
iod of three years. 

Efforts of theUTM Develop¬ 
ment Committee will continue, 
according to Dr. Mays. Or¬ 
ganized during the fall quarter 
of 1969, the committee initiated 
the Pacemaker campaign as its 
first project. 

Music Building 
To Be Razed

In the days of 
the Martin Junior College, it 
was named Moody Hall and 
housed such things as the li¬ 
brary, the president’s office, 
the business office, English de¬ 
partment, and finally the music 
department. 

Vandals seem to be in a 
hurry to see the building disap¬ 
pear—many windows have been 
the targets for rocks. If some¬ 
one had been in the building 
during an anonymous assault 
they could have been damaged, 
too.

Vandalism In Dollars Adds 
Up To Damage In Reliaty 

In an effort to clarify what happens to damage deposits made 
by students, the Office of Housing has released the following 
breakdown of a typical quarters’ damage to a men’s residence 
halls. 

GENERAL WORK ORDERS given out in cases concerning 
damages within rooms totaled $296.02 in Ellington Hall. Dam¬ 
ages other than to rooms breakdown this way: telephone re¬ 
pair $300; vending machine repair and money taken $250; 
and laundry repair $500. Total for the dorm damage was $1,- 
346.02. Each student was assessed $2.85. 

Browning Hall costs for the same quarter were: damage 
within rooms $92.44; lamps missing $40; damage to cushions 
$10; damage to screens $20; and cleaning of wall $100. The 
total was $262.44, with a general assessment per student of 
$ 2 . 00 . 

AUSTIN PEAY was tops on the list with $1554.69 worth of 
damages, broken down as: damage within rooms $379.68; 
cleaning 3rd floor D-shaving cream, $25; replacement of 
TV’s $300; telephone repair $200; vending machine re¬ 
pair $150; and laundry machine repair $500. The cut in each 
residents damage deposit was $3. 

These facts and figures represent only those damages 
where the students were not caught. Many acts were paid for 
by students who were unlucky enough to be'caught. These 
destructive acts are a result of only a minority of students 
yet they are made to bear on ell of the residents therein. 

FIGURES FOR THIS QUARTER are not available as yet, 
but there is a 15% increase in the number of work orders 
sent out by the Office of Housing thus far. Also, with the 
advent of another year wages of those making the repairs 
have risen. 

Apparently, residents gripe about paying $3 per year dorm 
dues in order to help improve dorm living, but they don’t 
care if they stand by and watch another student destroy a 
$300 TV. Residents are urged to report the damages to 
counselors or head residents, for it is their money that will 
go towards the repair of these items.

In respect to the Student Government of UTM, it is most often 
said that the only thing that the Student Government does is to 
occasionally bring "big name” entertainment to the campus. 
Basically this is true, but one of the reasons is the students 
themselves have no true concern about being represented to the 
administration. If the only function of the Student Government 
Is to provide entertainment, why not have an administrative ap¬ 
pointed entertainment committee?

STUDENTS SEEM to 
want a student government but 
the general opinion seems to 
lack enthusiasm to get anything 
accomplished. In the past year 
several comments were made 
on the condition of apathy among 
the students, but it is rapidly 
becoming apparent that the stu¬ 
dents are actually pathetic in 
their support of the Student 
Government. 

Also to be noted, is the lack 
of concern of the SG officers of 
the desires of the concerned 
students. For example, a com¬ 
mittee has supposedly been 
working on revision of the SG 
constitution but no reports on 
the progress has been made 
available to the student body. 
With the vague references to du¬ 
ties and responsibilities of the 
officers, there Is no way to 
insure the students that the 
popularly elected officers will 
carry out their responsiblitie. 

ANOTHER ITEM that should 
be considered is the strength 
of the House of Representatives. 
At the present, the House as a 
legislative body has no effect 
on the administrative policies 
of this university. One reason 
for this is once again the lack 
of enthusiasm of the students. 
If the House is to do anything 
effective, the students must 
get behind them and urge the 
conservative administration to 


accept these proposals. 

Does the Student Court have 
any authority on student cases? 
Apparently not. If any student is 
accused of a violation of the Uni¬ 
versity rules, their only chance 
of an appeal or fair represen¬ 
tation is through a Student-Fa¬ 
culty Disciplinary board. Even 
then the Dean of Students can 
appeal this decision. 

WHAT HAS HAPPENED to 
ihe authority of the Student 
Court? The answer is appar¬ 
ent, because the students were 
not informed of the objectives 
of the Court and more than 
likely were not concerned until 
one of them (the students) are 
accused of a violation. 

Thus, the question arises 
as to who needs a student gov¬ 
ernment to represent the stu¬ 
dents? 

TO ANSWER THIS, it is YOU, 
THE STUDENTS, who need pro¬ 
per representation and author¬ 
ity with the administration. If 
the need does not seem to be 
apparent, go on and let the uni¬ 
versity officials and the direc¬ 
tives from Knoxville continual¬ 
ly command you what to do (and 
in some cases) what you can 
and cannot say. 

Do away with Student Govern¬ 
ment?
